School Report. 


In presenting the annual report your committee would take occasion 
to say that the schools have been uniformly successful. The teachers 
have in most instances brought into their schools the results of ripe ex- 
perience and methodical training for their work. They have labored 
with untiring zeal for the benefit of those under their charge, and have 
the satisfaction of knowing that their efforts have been duly appreciated, 

The-committee who had charge of the schools for the greater part of 
the year reports all the schools as well conducted and profitable, with 
no difficulties or disturbances to call for his intervention with one single 
exception. 

The interest manifested by the parents and friends of the scholars 
would seem to be on the increase. A large number of visitors’ names 
appear on the registers, including in Districts Nos. 1, 5 and 7 the pru- 
dential committee. The committees in the remaining seven districts 
evidently considered that their duties began with engaging the teacher 
and ended with paying the salary, ‘‘only this and nothing more.” 
Would they have hired any other class of persons to perform any other 
labor without exercising some sort of supervision? Is the moral and 
mental training of our children of so little comparative worth and im- 
portance, or is the fact that they are nominally under the charge of a 
teacher sufficient warrant for this inexcusable neglect? 

But whatever may be said of our schools the fact remains that less 
than one-half our schoolhouses are fitted for their purpose. I may go 
further and say that there are but two out of the ten which have been 
built with an intelligent view to the comfort and well-being of scholar 
and teacher. Districts Nos. 3 and 8 have set examples which some 
other districts might follow with material benefit to the rising gen- 
eration. 

In the matter-of school furnishing, with the single exception of black- 
boards, the showing is still worse. One wall map, in District No. 1, 
constitutes the entire possession of the eleven schools as reported in the 
registers. Clocks, globes, books of reference, illustrative apparatus, 
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school library, charts? No—Not any—are the replies in every instance, 
Our temples of learning are severe in their simplicity. The ‘‘rugged 
hill of science” has no beautiful surroundings. We adorn our homes 
with exquisite taste. We confine our children for six mortal hours each 
day within four bare walls, on hard, uncomfortable benches, with 
nothing to relieve the monotony unless it be a furtive glance through 
_the window. Is it a wonder that they do not always take kindly to the 
barnlike structure, nor profit by the instructions given under such un- 
favorable conditions? Let every one interested see to it that there be 
some improvement in this direction. 

The entire amount of school revenue for the past year was $1,249.61. 
Of this amount $720.12 was raised by direct tax. The literary fund, 
$86.86, $120.63 of the savings bank tax, and $200 from the town treas- 
treasury were appropriated. The dogs contributed $152 to the educa- 
tional fund. 

The largest sum appropriated to any one District was $266.67. The 
smallest ditto, $67.64. $170 was raised by school district taxes for the 
purpose of building and repairing school houses. The whole number 
of scholars, who have attended school two weeks or more during the 
year is 247. Number of visits by school committee, 43. For further 
information see annexed tabular report.
